Surrender of Fourteen to Twenty-Five 
Thousand Reported from Dieppe. Roye

London, Sept. 15, 4.06 p.m.—The occupation of 
Rheims by the allied troops was announced by the official 
press bureau this afternoon. 

“Six hundred prisoners and 12 guns were captured 
yesterday by the corps on the right of the British. 

“Rain has made the roads heavy and i3 increasing the 
difficulty of the German army in its retreat.” 

The crown prince’s army has been driven further 
back and is now on the line of Varennes, Consenvoye and 
Omes. 

“The enemy are still occupying a strong position to 
the north of the Aisne, and fighting is going on along the 
whole line.”

It made 
a strenuous attempt to. invest V. rdun 
and reduced one of the fortre.sso-s on 
the southwest of it, but -v'denlly the 
pressure from tlie French right wing 
was too strong and Frederick William 
and his corps have been thrown north 
of Verdun. If this is the true location 
of the invading German force, its sit¬ 
uation is exceedingly dangerous. Tin re 
is no doubt now that the French have 
turned the German 1* ft just a« they 
turned their right, and there ran be no 
escape for the army of the Crown 
Prince except along the Meuse to R. 1 - 
gian Luxemburg. 

The allies are throwing out long 
arms around the entlr* German army 
in France, and if present progress is 
continued they will repeat the coup by 
which the Russians have bagged the 
greater part of the first line fighting 
strength of Austria. We may be un¬ 
duly optimistic, but we anticipate that 
if the allies* broom sweeps at all this 
time it will sweep thoroughly and thp 
German army In France will have 
br»*n destroyed for all effective pur¬ 
poses. This would open the way to an 
invasion of Rhenish Prussia by the 
allies, to W'hich the Germans could 
only offer third and fourth line re¬ 
sistance. 

Tt Is now certain that Austria’s ar¬ 
mies have been reduced to ineffective¬ 
ness in the field, the Russians having 
killed or captured more than a third 
of their fighting forces and two-thirds 
of their artillery, not to speak of thou¬ 
sands of transport wagons. All that is 
;*ft nf what was regarded as a large 
and efficient army is now huddled be¬ 
neath fortifications in Galicia or has 
fled across the Vistula to join the Ger¬ 
mans who futiiely endeavored to come 


A NOTABLE CAPTURE. 

His Majesty’s Royal Australian Navy 
is playing a very notable part in the 
war. It is gathering under the Union 
Jack the German possessions in the 
Southern Pacific. The other day it 
occupied H* rbertshohe, one of the 
principal ports of Kaiser William's 
Land, the most important German pro¬ 
tectorate in that part of the world, 
after a • stubborn engagement in the 
Lush lasting eighteen hours. 

Kaiser William's Land Is the north¬ 
ern sccti< n of southeast New Guinea 
and was declared a German protect¬ 
orate in 1X94. Including Long Island. 
Dam pier Island and some other small 
islands, it has an estimated area-of 70.- 
0(A square miles and n population of 
31.COO natives. The development of th 
protectorate had been entrusted to the 
German New Guinea Company, but th 
administration was transferred to th 
German government in 1899. The cul¬ 
tivated area is chiefly devoted to cocoa- 
palms an*l caoutchouc, but arcra, sago 
palms, bamboos, ebony and other 
wi nds abound. 

The occupation of Kaiser Willi »m's 
Land n« t only will substantially in- 
cr use Great Britain's prestige in the 
Pa iftc but it will redound to th^ ad¬ 
vantage of the protectorate itself The 
Germans have l eon sadly deficient ns 
I colonizers. A colonial empire cannot 
be built up on the Prussian mod* 1. and 
during tiie last three years in which 
Germany has attempted to establish 
herself overseas in no instance can it 
be said that her colonization methods 
have been successful. The secret of 
Grtat Britain's marvellous progress 
lies in her giving the widest freedom to 
the ptople who from time to time I 
come under her Hag Extending to h» r 
subject -• at home the fullest measure 
of liberty, she quite naturally accords' 
tlie same privilege to her subjects i 
abroad. This system is incompr. hrns- i 
ible to thr Prussian mind, as it is in 
vital conflict with the bureaucratic and 
military tyranny which have character¬ 
ized the policy laid down by the her¬ 
editary clique of Potsdam.

of the north, his courage and endur¬ 
ance, the entire company which re¬ 
mained on the Karluk when she was 
caught in an icc-lieu! would have been 
lost. 

The circumstances connected with 
this expedition should be fully in¬ 
vestigated by the Canadian parlia¬ 
ment. If the Karluk was inadequate 
for "re service required <-f her Cm* 
country should know how she came 
to be acquired. Canada is too wealthy 
and great a dominion to be associated 
in a national way "Vith any explor¬ 
atory enterprise which is not equipped 
as thoroughly as any expedition that 
•ver |e/t a port in the civilized worid.

I am in a po¬ 
sition to state that I represent the at¬ 
titude of all. that is best in English 
thought It is with confidence, there¬ 
fore, that I appeal to American and 
other neutral' Jews not to let the 
shadow of Russia alienate their sym- 
I ait hies from this Indomitable island 
which now, as not seldom before, is 
fighting for mankind and which may 
yet civilize Russia and Germany.’’

These peo- - 
pie declared that they could not make , 
ends meet unless they were allowed to ] 
remain open evenings. The complaints ' 
had come from the suburbs and were 
mostly from men and wives engaged 1 
in small stores without other help. He 
thought this wm a time for help 
rather than for pressing the regula¬ 
tions upon people tvho were struggling. 
He had made an Investigation of the 
complaints and had found there was 
considerable ground for aiding those 
storekeepers whose livelihood had lie- 
come precarious. 

While supporting the mayor's recom¬ 
mendations, Alderman Todd believed 
that the council should stay by the 
9.30 p.m. closing on Saturday evenings. 

Alderman Dllworth spoke of the dis¬ 
crimination which appeared to exist 
In the suburbs. He doubted tbe wis¬ 
dom of enforcing the law at this time. 
Fruit stores, exempt under the by-law, 
were laying In groceries so that they 
could take advantage of the time when 
the grocery stores were closed. 

Alderman McMlcking was against 
any restriction of trade at this time. 
Alderman McCandless, who had pilot - 
ted the by-law through the council, 
stated that the objections to the by¬ 
law had been few and those received 
had been met. No suburban grocers 
or others had lodged protests when 
the measure was being put through. 
Hither the council should allow the 
whole by-law to remain in abeyance 
or enforce all its provisions. 

The city solicitor advised the council 
that It might legally .enforce one part 
of the by-law without enforcing the 
whole measure. The council had two 
courses, either to enforce the by-law 
or to instruct the police not to prose¬ 
cute. 

Alderman Sergeant supported the 
9.30 rule for Saturdays, and Alderman 
Todd stated that as a police commis¬ 
sioner ho would do all he could to pre¬ 
vent fruit stores taking advantage of 
the closing of grocery stores by sell¬ 
ing articles retailed by the latter dur¬ 
ing hours when the grocery stores 
could not sell. 

Alderman Bell amused the aldermen 
by suggesting that the grocery stores 
could take f a leaf out of the fruit 
dealers' books and, by laying in a 
stock of fruit, keep open seven days 
a week.
